The July-Aug. 1962 issue of TARZaN, now on the 
stands. Is the last issue of the magazine that 
will bear the Dell imprint. There will be a 
time gap between Isnuee, but when the next issue 
of Tarzan appears it will be in the brand new 
line of GOU) KEY comics from Western, published 
by K. K, Publications, a wholly owned aubsidlery 
of Western Publishing Company (not a subsidiary 
of Dell as incorrectly reported in GW #4). The 
GOID KEY comics have a new look with a slightly 
different format. No black line borders to in- 
close the artwork and square dialog beloons are 
features of the new look- Covers will be repro- 
duced on the back of the magazines, without the 


blurbs, making them suitable for framing. The 
first GOLD FEY cover of TARZAN is a very strik- 
ing shot of TARZAII riding Argus the Eagle, 

Among the new GOIE KEY mags will be several 
new fantasy-science fiction titles. DR, SOLAR , 
l-IAN OF THE ATCMj THRILLER: and of special In- 
terest to ERB fans, MAGNUS, THE ROBOT FIGHTER, 
written and Illustrated by Russ Manning. MAGNUS 
is a Tarzan-of-the- future type, and will hit the 
stands in the fall, GOLD KEY publications will 
cost 12^ for 32 page issues and BSC for special 
and film story issues. 

Dell published 131 issues of TARZAN since Jan. 
1948, A complete checklist of these issues is 
in p'^eparation for publication in the QV.

THE MONSTER !CE!N by Edgar Rice Burroughs. Cana- 
veral Press, N. Y. 1962, Illustrated by Mahlon 
Blaine. 166 pp. $2.75 


The year 1913 for Edgar Rice Burroughs was a 
prolific one writing novels, and among his pro- 
ductions was one bearing the title, "AKan With- 
out a Soul", It was first published in the old 
All Story magasine in November of the same year. 
Sixteen years it was issued in book form by AJ3. 
McClurg in the spring of 1929, and bore the ti- 
tle, “The Monster Men". It was a Prankenstein- 
type of novel concerning a Professor Maxon who 
first succeeds in creating synthetic life in his 
laboratory in Ithaca. Though his initial effort 
lived only a few momerits, the scientist, having 
disposed of the body, and nearly suffering a ner- 
vous breakdown, left the country with his daigb- 
ter, Virginia, and took a long see voyage, While 
doing so, with regaining strength the professor 
realizes he must continue his experiments. In 
Singapore after a month had passed, the scien- 
tist has engaged the services of sufficient men 
to assist him toward his goal. Among them is a 
Dr. carl van Horn, an American, who becomes in- 
fatuated with Virginia. 

Upon a deserted island off the coast of ssvage 
Borneo, camp is made, and a laboratory is con- 
structed for the purpose of rrof. Kaxon's ex- 
periments. In due couree of time he bus creatixl 
thirteen monster men. The first of ti-.csL; were 
crude, grotesque and misshapen to be or.rc, bvt 
the later products are more peTfect--especially 
Number Thirteen, later, he vjas known as Bular 
the Mighty. 

After Prof. Maxon explains to Dr. Carlvoiilorn 
that he is to create the perfect man to whom he 
intends his daughter to marry, things begin to 
happen upon the island. Number Thirteen saves 
Virginia from Number One who has escaped from 
the oampong. 

Bududreen, the first mate of the schooner, and 
Muda Saffir, a Malay "noble", plot against the 
Americans, one wishing to possess the heavy chest 
— believing it contains treasure — and the other 
covets the white girl. Sing Lee, the Chinese 
cook, is ever on hand to protect the professor’s 
daughter when possible. 

Dr. von Horn plots with the first mate to get 
Virginia aboard the schooner, but this plan tack- 
fires on him, for he is left behind. While the 


pirates attack the professor and Sing Lee, Num- 
ber Thirteen comes to the rescue with a tULL whip 
and wrecks havoc upon the enemy. Von Horn re- 
leases the monster men from the oampong, andMum- 
ber Thirteen takes charge of them since he has 
been told by the doctor that he is one of than — 
a man without a soul. 

The heavy chest was stolen, and with Virginia, 
the pirates are on their way. Eventually the 
girl manages to escape her captors only to be 
confronted by a band of ouranti outangs.Her cries 
for succor are heard by Nxwnber Thirteen, and with 
the monster men at his command, he cameB to the 
rescue. Some of the monstrosities are slain, but 
Number Thirteen manages to save Virginia; and 
though he becomes unconscious, the girl is res- 
cued by von Horn who bears her back to her fa- 
ther and the search party who has been seeking 
her. 

Again, later, through circumstances, the girl 
is spirited away, and once more Bulan, asNumber 
Thirteen is known, comes to her rescue, and in 
a savage battle with head hunters, his two re- 
maining companions are slain. In a nanning bab- 
tle, Bulan and the girl reach a cliff where a 
single man could hold off an army, and there the 
giant rains rocks down upon the enemy until at 
last they disperse. 

The menace of their safety dismissed, Virginia 
and Bulan converse, and the girl learns all the 
monster men had been slain defending her. She 
asks Bulan to take her back to her father, and 
he promisee to do so. For days they trudge the 
jungle only to become lost. Then the giant suo- 
cumbs to a jungle fever, and Virginia cares for 
him, realizing that she loves him. While in a 
delirium, the man repeats the words, "Nlneninety 
nine Priscilla", which causes the girl cemsider- 
able wonder. 

Meanwhile, Prof. Maxon, Dr. von Horn, andSing 
Lee are searching for Virginia, and they come 
upon the couple. Von Horn would have slain the 
helpless man, but the Chinaman Intervened, but 
not before Bulan was wounded. Sing Lee explains 
his actions. When Bulan recovers consciousness, 
Dr. von Horn has disappeared. 

An American cutter anchors off shore and a Lt. 
May comes ashore. He stated he was looking for 
Dt. Carl von Horn who was wanted back in the U. 
S. A search was conducted and the headless body 
of the doctor was found. 

The netivy chest is recovered and the seeming- 
ly unsurmountable obstacle to the marriage o f 
Virginia to "the man without a soul" is over- 
come in the startling climax of the story. 

"The Monster Men" is as exciting as any book 
Edgar Rice Eurrough has written, and when read- 
ing it, one con hardly turn the pages fast enou0> 
to follow the action that occurs. In thehuraliLe 
opinion of the reviewer it cannot be understood 
why this book hasn't been filmed. It haeall the 
elements that would make a mighty exciting mo- 
tion picture.

perhaps you can clear up something that has 
been bothering me for a long time. Of course 
you are familiar with the Burroughs novel, "The 
Eternal Lover." In this story, there are con- 
stant references to "Ku of the Niocenej" in fact, 
as I remember, this is the title of one of the 
chapters. Do you possibly happen to know what 
the "Niocene" is? I've spoken to many people 
about this, and either they don't know, or they 
come up with various theories - non© of which 
are possible. For instance, Dr. Ford, who is cu- 
rator of Anthropology at the Huseum of Natural 
History here in New York, is convinced that this 
is a mis-print, and what Burroughs actually meant 
was Kiocene, not Niocene. Now, the Miocene, which 
is a subdivision of the Tertiary, which is a sub- 
division of the Cenozoic, was about 30 million 
years ago. Since Men is originally supposed to 
have made his apnearance about one million years 
ago (Pleistocene), and since Burroughs hiraseir 
in this novel taakes a reference to "That was 
100,000 years ago," I think we can exclude Dr. 
Ford’s theory about the misprint, because 1 can't 
imagine Burroughs being off 29 million years. So 
much for that. A student friend of mine who is 
studying Anthropology and Paleontology suggested 
that perhaps Burroughs meant the Neocene, which 
is a term sometimes used to comprise the Miocene 
and Pliocene at the end of the Upper Tertiary. 
But again, this is around 30 million years ago, 
so I don't think it's right. I've researched 
all over the place in dictionaries and encyclo- 
pedias, but 3 can't find the term lliocene any- 
where. I have two theories myself, bothofwhlch 
are probably wrong, but here goes anyway. It is 
possible tliat Niocene Is a term which was used 
40 years ago when burroughs wrote the story and 
is now obsolete? My second theory is that per- 
haps this is or was a British term which is or 
was not too well-known in the United States. I 
suppose I'm all wet on both of these, but it's 
Just a stab in the dark. Possibly Burroughs 
once found Niocene as a subdivision of the Ple- 
istocene when Man is supposed to have had his 
origin, but I've never known the Pleistocene to 
be subdivided. I've wondered about this for 
years and years, so please, if you know anything 
about it, let me know. Maybe other people have 
wondered about this, too? Somebody once even 
went BO far as to suggest that Burroughs inven- 
ted the term out of his own head and used it be- 
cause It sounded authentic, but I think this is 
ridiculous. Why invent something when there are 


authentic terms kicking around? Besides, I've 
never known Burroughs to Invent ans’thing about 
which there exists actual information. Of course, 
anything In Pellucldar, or on Mars or Venus was 
invented, but naturally no actual information is 
available concerning these three places so he 
had to invent. Burroughs' information was usu- 
ally pretty accurate, except for the time he pxit 
tigers in Africa. Remember Saber, the tiger? 
This was a slip which he quickly corrected, and 
changed to Sabor, the lioness, the only dlffer- 
ention he has ever made between the two sexes in 
the animal world, but of course he did this for 
obvious reasons. Veil, I didn't mean this query 
to get so involved, but it does bother me. Please 
see what you can turn up on Niocene .

Published by Charles N. Reinscl, 1^.0 6 th Ave., 
Clarion, pa . Mainly devoted to comics, satire 
and Norb's opinionated ideas of the Burrourbr. 
Dibliophilea, this is still of interest to 3 RB 
fans dvie to the efforts of Maurice B. Gardner 
and John Harwood, who aprenr in almost every 
issue. The mcnerically minded editor hfo cer- 
tainly established some sort of'reccrd by pub- 
lishing r.C issues within one years time, with 
the average issue containing about 20 pages. Of 
the 264 items published about 65 of them (not 
counting reprints) pertain to BRB. If fer no 
other reason, Norb’s Notes deserves recognition 
as the world's forraost panzine. J'tree, illustra- 
ted and hectographed . 



You and Hyde may protest that Reinsel is not
